(199-16, 23-42) from Hankow with the following cargo:t 


a. 3,000 shells for field guns wrapped in long bags of Manila paper. 


(It was possible for coolies to carry two of these shells on their 
shoulders, but some could only manage one. ) 


be 1,500 wooden boxes of mortar shells marked "Nanking made." 


¢. ,000 disc-shaped land mines with covers of cast iron marked “tiade in 
Chunpking." 


d. 5,000 boxes of rifle ammunition. 

@. 10,000 rolls of crude native white cloth. 

f. 5,090 boxes of hand grenades with wooden handles. 

ge 500 boxes of soecial ammunition (probably tracer or incendiary). 
h. 500 cases of shells for 60 mm guns. 

4. A large consignment of cloth ammmition bandoliers. 


4. A large number of light and heavy machine suns packed in cases marked 
with Pussian letters. 


k. A large number of cases marked "lade in ttukden" and containing mor~ 
tars. 
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1. A large number of rifles. 
m. <A Large miscellaneous cargo of motor car parts, drums of ofl, etc. 


The trains were off—loaded by soldiers and the cargo stored in nearby 
buildings. Later a party of soldiers of the Chinese Communist 5 Arny 
Group and some units of the Domocratic Republic of Vietnam (DRV) arrived 
from Nanning with 15 heavy trucks, with which to transport the supplics 
to Nanning. 


During the month of August many trainloads of military supplies from the 
north passed through Hankow and Changsha en route to Nanning. There was 
one trainload of Russlan-made motor trucks and there were many large 
packing cases, some bearing markings in Russian letters and some marked as 
having been packed in Manchurian srsenale. Traffic of this nature was 
heavier than for any month during the past three years. Railway officials 
believed that all or a large part of the supolies was for the DRV. 


On 2 August one hundred Ruseian-made heavy trucks arrived at the mein sta~- 
tion at Shateng ( ))- j/£), Iduchou (109-16, 2-18) from Hankew and were 
driven to a garage “for servicing. The trucks, which were bought by DRY 
authorities, had already been in use in the northeastern provinces. 


On 3 August four trains with sixty carloads of military supplies arrived 
at Liuchou from Hankow, and proceeded to Kreichow. The cargo comrised 
arms and ammunition of Soviet origin transported from Peiping. It was 
intended for Burmese Communists and the DRY, and was to be unloaded at 
Kunming for onwerd transmission. 


On 3 August military trains from Hankow puased through Changsha en route 
to Nanning with the following cargoes, coxrigned to the Sino-Soviet-DRV 
liaison office, Nanning: 


80 howitzers 

15 mortars 
200 cases. of Soviet-made light machine guns (one per case) 
SO Japanese heavy machine guns (used) . 
- 200 heavy Russian-made trucks with very short bonnets... 

SO cases of telephone sets ( h or 5 sets to a case) 


On 20 August Lum (ff) ), commander of the 2 Motorcar Regiment of the DEV 
General Hesdauarters, and over one hundred newly trained drivers (from 

the first group trained at Tienpao, w:st Kwangsi) took over at Hankow aeene 
one hundred 5-ton trucks and five smell military cars supplied by the USSR 

On 25 August they drove these vehicles, which were loaded with gasoline 

and food for the DRY, through Liuchoa. 


On 21 August one 1l2-car train arriv3d at Liuchou en route to Laipin.: 
Five cars were loaded with ammnition. The retainder carried 20 anti- 
aireraft guns (each with an extra “ifled tube), 10 single barrelled anti- 
aircraft machine guns and 12 searchlights. All of the packing cases were 
marked in Russian Letters. The entire cargo, which was consigned to the 
DRY, was of Soviet origin. 


Om 25 August, 12 transport aircraft landed on Nanning Airfield with 12 
doctors (of Zolish, Rumanian an Czechoslovakian origin) and 500 cases of 
Red Crogs medical supplies markad with Russian words meaning "International, 
Medical Relief Supplies." The doctors were received by Russian health 
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specialists and Chinese and DRV officials, and were quartered in the 
Nanning hotel. The medical supplies were transported by the motor 
laumeh JIH KANG (i Jf, ) to Lungehou (106-56, 22-22) for reshipment 
to the DRV.
